O L T A IR E, d’Alembert,Frederick ll. 
King of Pruifia, with others, had con- 


f 
ired to deffciroy all religious opinions.— 
he dodlrine* they propagated were, that 
universal caiurN^thit God of the Philo- 
llphers, of the J ews, and of the Chiftrians, 
is but a chUftera and a phantOtta. 
Imagina­ 
tion daily creates fireih chimeras, which 
raifein them th^t impulfe of fear, and fuch 
is the phantom oF Dtity. 
That the phenom­ 
ena of nature, only proves the exigence of 
God to a few prepofTelTed men«—that the 
wonders of nature, fo far from befpeaking 
Go4» are but the nec.effary efforts of roaster 
prodigiously diverfified, that they cannot 
know whether a God really exifts, or whether 
there really exifts the fihalleft differeace 
between good and evil, or vice and virtue ; 
that every thing that is called fpirit or foul 
has no more, reality than the phantoms, the 
chimeras or fphinxes ; that all the juftice or 
injuftice, of virtue And vice, glory and in­ 
famy, are merefy arbitrary and dependent 
on cultom. 
That fublime virtue, enlight­ 
ened wifdom, are only the fruits of thof<^ 
paflions, 
called folly— And that the fear 
of God, fo far from being the beginning of 
wifdoni, 
would 
be 
the 
beginning of 
foHy-^In fhort, that matter is God, and 
the only God exifting<**and that death is 
an eternal fleep ! But their malice was par­ 
ticularly levelled againft the Chriitian reli­ 
gion, being the religion of their country— 
no matter what fe£k or denomination.— 
Crush the wretch was the maixim of Voltaine, 
and with which he concluded all his letters 
to his difciplet# meaning Crush Christ's, 
crush the Christian i?e^ion— and in the 
coiirfe of their labors they frequently would 
exuilt that they had attained their end— 
In&deiity spread throughout Europe ; asd 
in the year 1770, when Louis i6thafcended 
the throne, he unknowingly chofe for his 
minifters foaie of thofe infidel confpirators, 
except one, whom Voltaire calls a bigot, 
he bein^ the only man of any religion, 
among them. 
Previous to this time, the 
iiin^of PruiTia, had ieceded from the con- 
•pirucy, finding their aims were fomething

farther than the deftruilion of religion^ viz 
.he deftru&ion of thrones, and warns the 
King of France of his danger; but to no 
'Hrp jft* ; the unfufpeiling Louis is eventu­ 
ally to be ruined. 
Another confpiracy had 
been formed in Germany, by Sparticus 
Weiihhaupt. called the order of Illuminati 
— who built his orders of illuniinifm upon 
the orders of Freemfonary, 
with which 
they previoufly could havf no connexion*-— 
The following is the effehce of his myfteries 
“ Liber*.y and Equality are.the.eiTentia 
rights that man in his e;riginal and primi 
tive perfection received from nature.' 
Pro 
berty {truck the firit blow at Equality ; po 
litical fociety, or governments, were the 
firft oppreffors 01 liberty ; the supporters of 
governments and property are the religious, 
and civil laws ; therefore, to reihftatc man 
in his primitive rights of equality and liber 
ty, We mpll begin by deftroying all religion 
all civil fociety, and finifh by the deftruc- 
tion of all property.” About the year 1789, 
or perhaps previous, thefe helliih confpira- 
cies were united, and formed at Paris the 
fociety of Propagandas and the fociety of 
the Jacobins* 
The Jacobins took their 
name from the place of their meeting being 
^ monaftery dedicated to Su James— in la- 
tin JacobuS. A t »he head of tbe Propagand- 
iits was Condortet, and the Abbe Sieyes ; 
and of the Jacobins, Briflot,. and Robef- 
pierre and others— their pbjefts were pret­ 
ty much the fame, viz. to deftroy all reli­ 
gion, morality and government, and equal­ 
ize property. 
How th^y have fucceeded in 
France we very well know, and of their at­ 
tempts in other countries (efpecially our 
own) we are pretty well informed. 
The 
providence of God has been wonderfully dif- 
played in the deaths of the wretched cofjfpi- 
rators. 
Except Frederick, not or.e, that 
we have any evidence of, died calml/ in his 
infidelitv-^and Frederick, a ihort time be- 
f >re the death of Voltaire, wrote to him to 
it-iow for a certainty, whether he had a 
fou l; and uppn aflurances that he had*not, 
fecmed to confole himfelf, and afterwards 
died with compofure. 
This was his only 
hope, his wickednefs was too great for re­ 
flection. 
But Voltaire, the great Anti- 
chrift (for neither Julian, or Hero> er Dio- 


:IeGan, or Mahomet, or any other being 
who has appeared to mankind, fo well an- 
fwers the description) died in horrors, in 
the 84th year of his age. 
Finding his end 
approaching, he called upon a pçieil of that 
Jefus he had fworn to cruih— he is in an 
agony fòr his pad offences, and wiihes for 
abfolution— Condorcet is confounded, d* 
Alembert, Diderot and others approach him 
only, to be accufed, the arch devil believes 
and trembles, he ftgns a written recantation 
of his infidelity, and died a dearth worfethan 
a malefador, the, worm that nevef die? 
knawing upon hjin— and hideous fpeclres 
terrifying his imagination, and agerri^atinìr 
his horrid fate—,in plaintive acôentliiiç 
would cry out— Oh Clmft— Oh Jefus Chrifi 
and tlien complaiq that he was abandoned 
by God andinan. 
Anunltuown*hand teem­ 
ed to trace before his eyes— Crush, do^erusJÙ 
tbe wretch. 
Richelieu flies from the bed- 
fidej declaring the ftght too horrible— Mr« 
Tronchin, his phyficiani fays, “ that the 
fiiries of Qreftes could give but à faint idea 
of thoie of Voltaire.”; 


D ’Alembert, died five years aftehyards, 
even by the confeifioh of Condorcet (whcr 
carefuly watched him) a prey to. remorfe. 


.Diderot, finding his end approaching; 
afked to fee a clctrgyman— a Mr. Trefae, 
reftyr of St. Sulpice, waits upon him* and 
Diderot was preparing a public recantation 
of his errors, but being watched by the con- 
fpirators is ieizèd and carried into the coun­ 
t y , and dies. 


Condorcet, being obliged to fly frorrç 
Paris, is arreij^d as a vagabond in the coun­ 
try, imprifoned, and, through forgctfulnef» 
of the jailor, is luffercd to llaave to death, 
No one was prefent to witnefs his laft: 
agonies. 


BriiTot and his infidel companions, to the 
amount of about twenty, while on their way 
to thé guillotine,had a fhort confercnce (for 
their time was Ihort) upon the immortali tv 
of the foul, and it was concluded the foul 
was immortal. 
, 


The horrid Roland and his wife, writers 
in the Encyclopedia,pcrilhed 011 tlv: ff aifold, 
their deaths embittered by the rtxoiledticn 
ot their pad lives. 
Robefpierre having his 
jaws fadly broken when he was arrefled, 
they were bound yp with a cambrick hand­ 
kerchief, and being pinioned, he layabout 
ipking his own blood to prevent 
Iwlocation 
and at the fcaffold, having the 
handkerchief torn off by the avaricious anil, 
mercilefs executioner, he fcreechedv with 
pain and lhuddered with terrors at his fate. 
This I had from a gentleman who was art 
eye witnefs of his execution, , It would be 
almofk endlefs %o recount the terriblp dsath.s 
of thefe wretches. 
A few are Hill living 
— The Abbey Sieyes., a grand leader, the 
apoilatebifhop of Autun, Volney and others, 
who are. mere fcavingers ; and Tailien, 
whole only merit \yas the deftruilion oC 
Robefpierre, will probably be either tho 
food of a crocodile upon thè Nile, impaled 
alive by the Turks, or dried to an Egptian, 
mummy in the defert. 
For,according to 
Volney, fuch is the .exccffirs heat and 
aridity, that fleih does not putrify,but dries 
up ; and he has feen camela in perfcCl ihapfe> 
which h^ve been found thus dried in the de­ 
fert. 
I do not v«uch for the truth 
Vol­ 
ney ; his countrymen in Egypt fay both h# 
andSavary are liars ; and it will not be diffi­ 
cult to make the world believe the whole 
nation, with few exceptions,, are.

O L T A IR E , d’Alembert,Frederick IL 
King of Pruffia, with others, had con­ 
spired to dc (Troy all religious opinions.— 
The dourine* they propagated were, that 
the universal cjure— that God of the Philo­ 
sophers, of the Jews, and of the Chiftrians, 
is but a chimera and a phantom. 
Imagina­ 
tion daily creates frefh chimeras, which 
raife in them that impulfe of fear, and fuch 
is the phantom of Deity. 
That the phenom­ 
ena ot nature, only proves the exigence of 
God to a few prepoffefled men— that the 
wonders of nature, fo far from bcfpeaking 
God, are but the neceffary efforts of matter 
prodigiously diverfified, that they cannot 
know whether aGod really exiftt, or whether 
there really exifts the fmalleft difference 
between good and evil, or vice and virtue ; 
that every thing that is called fpirit or foul 
has no more reality than the phantoms, the 
chimeras or fphinxes ; that all the juftice or 
injuftice, of virtue And vice, glory and in­ 
famy, are merely arbitrary and dependent 
on Cullom. 
That fublime virtue, enlight­ 
ened wifttlom, are only the fruits of theft; 
pillions, 
called folly— And that the fear 
of God, Co far from being the beginning of 
wifdom, 
would 
be 
the 
beginning of 
folly— In (bort, that matter is God, and 
the only God exifting— and that death is 
an eternal llecp ! But their malice was par­ 
ticularly levelled againtt the Chrifttan reli­ 
gion, being the religion of their country— 
no matter what fed! or denomination.— 
Crush the wretch was the mfximof Voltaire, 
and with which he concluded all his letters 
to his difciplei* meaning Crush Christ's, 
crush the Christian Religion— and in the 
courfcof their labor* they frequently would 
exult that they had attained their end.— 
Infidelity fpread throughout Europe ; and 
in the year 1770, when Louis i6thafcendcd 
the throne, he unknowingly chofe for his 
minifters (one of thofe infidel confpirators, 
except one, whom Voltaire calls a bigot, 
he being the 
only 
man of any religion, 
among them. 
Previous to this time, the 
King of Prutfia, had leceded from the con­ 
spiracy, finding their aims were fo me thing 
further than the deftrudtion of religion, via. 
lie deftrudlion of thrones, and warns the 
"wing of France of his danger; but to no 
*arp- A* ; the atlfufpe&ing Louis is eventu- 
illy to be ruined. 
Another confpiracy had 
been formed in Germany, by 
Sparticus 
Weilbhaupt. called the order of Illuminati 
— who built his orders of illuminifm upon 
the orders 
of Freemfonary, 
with which 
they previoutty could have no connexion*— 
The following is the effthce of his myftcries 
— 44 Liberty and Equality are the effential 
rights that man in his original and primi­ 
tive perfe&ion received from nature. 
Pro­ 
perty (Truck the firlt blow at Equality ; po­ 
litical fociety, yr governments, were the 
firft oppreffors of liberty ; the supporters of 
governments and property are the religious 
and civil laws ; therefore, to reihftatc roan 
in his primitive rights of equality and liber­ 
ty, we mull begin by deftroying all religion, 
all civil fociety, aud finifh by the detrac­ 
tion of all property." About the year 178s), 
or perhaps previous, thefe helliih confpira- 
cies were united, and formed at Paris the 
fociety of Propagandas and the fociety of 
the Jacobins* 
The Jacobins took their 
name from the place of their meeting being 
9 tnonaftery dedicated to Su James— in la­ 
tin Jacobus. A t ’ he head of the Propagand- 
iiis wa* Condortet, and the Abbe Sieyes j 
and of the Jacobins, Briffot, and Robef- 
pierre and others— their pbjc&s were piet- 
ty much the fame, viz. to deftroy all reli­ 
gion, morality and government, and equal­ 
ize property. 
How they have fucceedcd in 
France we very well know, and of their at­ 
tempts in other countries (efpecially our 
own) we are pretty well informed. 
T he 
providence of God has been wonderfully dif- 
playcd in the deaths of the wretched cohfpi- 
rators. 
Except Frederick, not one, that 
we have any evidence of, died calmly in bis 
infidelity— and Frederick, a (bort time be- 
f 'ft ti e death of Voltaire, wrote to him to 
it tow for a certainty, 
whether he had a 
foul ; and upon allurance! that he had not, 
feemed to confole hitnfelf, and afterwards 
died with compofure. 
This was his only 
nope, hic wickednefs was too great for re­ 
fection. 
But Voltaire, the £reat Anti- 
chrift (for neither Julian, rn Nitro, cr Dio- 


clefian, or Mahomet, or any other bring 
who has appeared to mankind, lo well an- 
fwers the dcfcription) died in horrors, in 
the 84th year of his age. 
Finding his end 
approaching, he called upon a prieft c f that 
Jefus he had fwom r.o crufh— he is in ail 
agony for his pad offences, and withes for 
absolution— Condorcet is confounded, 
d* 
Aleinbert,Diderot aud others approach him 
only to be accufed, the arch devil believes 
and tremble*, he ttgns a written recantation 
of his infidelity, and died a death worfe than 
a malefactor, the worm 
that ne vet dies 
blawing upon him— .and hideous fpeclres 
terrifying his imagination, and aggr y p ting 
his horrid fate— .in plaintive 
accent*•he 
would cry out— Oh Clirift— Oh Jefus Ohrift 
— and then complain that lie was abandoned 
by God and man. 
Anunkuc wndiaud teem­ 
ed to trace befile his eyes— Crush, do t-vsb 
the wretch. 
Richelieu Hies from the bed­ 
like, declaring the light too horrible— Mr. 
Tronchin, Ins phyfician, fays, 44 that the 
furies of O/eftes could give but a faint idee 
of thofe of Voltaire.’’ 
D ’Alembert, died five years afterwards, 
even by the confeftion of Condorcet (who 
carefuly watched him) a prey tq remorfc. 
Diderot, finding his end approaching- 
a Iked to fee a clergyman-*** Mr. Trctac, 
rcttpr of St. Sulpice, waits upon him> and 
Diderot was preparing a public recantation 
of his errors, but being watched by the con- 
Ipirators is lei zed and carried into the coun­ 
try, aud dies. 
Condorcet, being obliged to tty 
from 
Paris , is arrcljcd as a vagabond in the coun­ 
try, imprifoned, and, through fo r g e tfu l!* 
ot the jailor, is Littered to ftaave to death, 
No one was prefent to witnef* his latt 
agonies. 
Briltot and his infidel companions, to the 
amount of about twenty, while on their way 
to th4 guillotine,had a (bort conference (for 
their time was ihort) upon the immortality 
of the foul, and it was concluded the foul 
was immortal. 
The horrid Roland and his wife. writers 
in the Encyclopedia,peritticd oil th* ff tffold, 
their deaths embittered by the recollection 
of their pad lives. 
Robcipierre having his 
jaws fadly broken when he was arretted, 
they were bound up with a carabrick hand­ 
kerchief, and being pinioned, he layabout 
24 hours drinking his own blood to prevent 
fu {foe a lion ; and at the lr a Cold, having the 
handkerchief torn off by the avaricious and, 
mcrcilefs executioner, he fcreeched with 
pain and lhnddered with terrors at hi* fatei 
fbi* I had fro m a gentleman who was an 
eye witncis of his execution. , It would be 
alinott erullefs to recount the terrible deaths 
of thefe wretches. 
A few are Hill living 
— The Abbey Sieyes, a grand leader, the 
apoftaiebilhop of Autun, Volney and others, 
who arc. mere fcavingers ; 
and Taihen, 
whole only merit was the deftjuftion of 
Robcfpierre, will probably be either tho 
food of a crocodile upon the Nile, impaled 
alive by the Turks, or dried to an Egptiau 
mummy in toe drfert. 
For according to 
I Volney, fuch is the 
cxccflivs heat and 
aridity, that Heft) dors not putrify,but dries 
up ; and he has Teen camels in perfcd fhape 
which h/ve been found thus dried in the de- 
Cert. 
I do not vouch for -the truth of Vol­ 
ney ; his countrymen in Egypt fay both h« 
andSavary arc liars ; and it will not be diffi­ 
cult to nuke the world believe the whole
